NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


DOUBTS WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Peculiar criss-cross currents of 
religious interest in President Roosevelt’s court repacking 
program are noticeable deep within congress. 

A Texas representative who fought the Ku Klux Klan has been receiv- 
ing letters from constituents whom -he recognizes as former Ku Klux 
leaders, advising him to oppose the program. They give no reasons, 
and, he says, this means they have some fear of a rearrangement on 
constitutional religious guarantees. In addition, he has received many 
opposition letters from leading Protestant ministers. 

Editorials from the Catholic press are being circulated privately among 
the legislators who will vote on.the plan,, These express apprehension 
more directly. A typical example is that of the Catholic Register of 
Lincoln, Neb., which says: ‘Catholics had better study well any pro- 
posed changes or ‘reforms’ in the United States supreme court. Catholics 
in this nation owe a debt of gratitude to the judiciary of the country. 
Do you remember the Oregon school bill?” 

To make the circle complete; some Jewish members of congress are 
reminding their colleagues of what happened in Germany when the con- 
Stitution was superseded by a central authority. 


NECESSITY With Jews, Catholics, Protestants and Ku Klux express- 
ing doubts or open opposition, it will probably be 
necessary for Mr. Roosevelt to make some guarantees, not for himself, 
of course, but for his successors in the presidential office against any 
possible future short-cut alteration of the religious guarantee section of 
the constitution, such as is now being proposed for the interstate com- 
merce and general welfare sections. 
While such matters are rarely debated publicly in congress, they have 
an influence privately on the legislators. 


STYMIED Despite all this flurry of activity recently, there will not be 
a vote upon Mr. Roosevelt’s original plan next week or 
next month and possibly not next year. 

The technical situation is this: 

The opposition now has 33 senate votes. This is one vote more than 
one-third of the senate; which means no limitation of debate can be voted 
(a two-thirds majority is required for cloture). It also means that 33 
senators, deeply embittered against the proposal, can prevent a vote by 
talking until doomsday. Obviously Mr. Roosevelt will not let his plan 
go to that kind of a death. . 

_ ‘It will be necessary, therefore, for him to accomplish his objective 
in some other related way, either by a simultaneous constitutional amend- 
ment, or concessions which will win more senate votes. 

As things stand now, Mr. Roosevelt should be able to get control of 
the court within the coming year by one means or another. Thus, there 
seems to be a similarly strong probability of new NRA legislation, new 
AAA legislation, etc. In other words, the controlled democracy still 
seems to be around the next corner. 


HOT BRICKS Lack of enthusiasm for Mr. Roosevelt’s project among 
his own loyal leaders in the house was illustrated again 
when they shoved the fight off upon the senate. 

Good excuses now are being offered by Speaker Bankhead and others, 
but the truth is they wanted none of it. Many have been grumbling for 
days that they have been forced to carry the hod for all Mr. Roosevejt’s 
hot legislative bricks from the beginning. They liked this one least of all.

FAIR ENOUGH

23.— One of our 
Embarrassed beautiful male 

movie actors suffer- 
ed a little embarrassment recently 
when his old and destitute grandfather 
bobbed up with an application for re- 
lief. The actor was said to be earning 
$3,500 a week, and the old gentleman, 
at the age of 84, was down to a diet 
of coffee, oatmeal and bread in a 
shack on an income of $4 a month. 
At first glimpse this would seem to be 
a flagrant case of neglect, but actual- 
ly the young man was not far out of 
line. He was just $6.70 a week short 
of compliance with his moral obliga- 
tion according to the famous American 
standard of living as established by 
public opinion through congress in the 
income tax law. 


Congress took a very conservative 
stand on the American standard of liv- 
ing in the income tax law, but a much 
more liberal attitude is apparent in 
other actions of individual statesmen. 
They all hold strictly to the austere 
and simple standard in the maximum 
tax allowance of $400 a year for the 
support of children under 18 and of 
dependent grandfathers, grandmothers 
and other needy kin. But in their per- 
sonal problems, the members of the 
house and senate often find that it 
takes from $100 to $250 a month to 
support a needy relative in the role of 
office clerk or secretary, and put them 
on the public pay roll at such 


amounts.

By Generosity this generous fam- 
ily loyalty of the 
same statesmen who establish for oth- 
ers a standard of living not to exceed 
roughly $1.10 per day. A few years 
ago Raymond Clapper, by diligent re- 
search in the records and the careful 
tracing of family relationships obscur- 
ed by dissimilar names, uncovered hun- 
dreds of examples of this generosity 
far in excess of the standard of liv- 
ing which congress fixed by law. 
Some statesmen had as many as three 
of. their kinpeople safely put away in 
various bureaus, and John N. Garner, 
the Vice President, had taken good 
care of his son in a sort of outpost of 
national government in Uvalde, Texas. 


Mr. Clapper’s revelations caused a 
little reaction, the people seeming to 
think that the kin of statesmen should 
not flout the American standard of 
living by drawing more than lawful 
living requirement. But then came the 
New Deal and confusion, and_ the 
problem was forgotten, with the result 
that nowadays, again the statesmen 
feel free to provide generously for 
their own, at public expense. 

In the present case, the actor's old 
randfather has a private income of 
1 a week from the rent of the two 
front rooms of his shack. This will 
have to be deducted, because, like Al 
Capone, the old gentleman might get 
11 years in Alcatraz for concealing in- 
come. And the $1 a week would re- 
duce the actor’s obligation to about 
$6.70 a week, according to the con- 
gressional version of the American 
standard. Of course, the actor might 
want to give the old man as much as 
$10 or $15 a week and pay income 
on the excess, but a man living by 
public favor, as an actor does, cant 
be too careful of public opinion. If 
he were to shower the old man with 
riches to that extent people might 
think he was high-hatting a very sa- 
cred thing, a proud ideal and boast of 
the nation, the $7.70 standard of liv-

This popular 
practice, in my opinion, accounts for 
many prolonged’ serious illnesses 
which might be short and mild if 
properly treated. i 

As a rule popular “cold cures’ con- 
tain acentanilide, phenacetin, aspirin 
(acetyl-salicylic acid) or some relat- 
ed coaltar derivative. These drugs are 
sense-deadeners — they temporarily 
dull sense of pain. fatigue, ache, anx- 
iety, worry. So far as I can learn 
they have no real remedial or cura- 
tive value, and they are likely to 
weaken the heart, destroy rd blood 
corpuscles and interfere with the oxy- 
gen-carrying function of the blood. In 
emergencies the use of such pain-kill- 
ers is justifiable, I think; at any 
rate I’d take a dose or two of as- 
pirin or something of the kind myself 
‘f I were in unendurable distress. But 
in a critical time when one may need 
every resource to wage &a battle with 
heaven knows what illness, it seems 
foolhardy to open the battle by club- 
bing oneself on the head. Remember, 
heaven only knows what anybody may 
be coming down with when he pur- 
ports to have the first symptoms of 
“a common cold.” No physician will 
dispute this assertion. 

As people slowly become cognizant 
of the dangers and limitations of such 
self-treatment they resort more and 
more to inhalants, sprays or drops as 
remedies for cri (pronounce 1  kree, 
meaning any common respiratory in- 
fection in the communicable stage of 
invasion before its specific character 
can be diagnosed). There local medica- 
ments contain cocaine, adrenaline, 
ephedrine or other potent vaso-motor 
stimulant.

There was a terrible flood in the'! 


Mississippi valley in 1927. The river 
swelled so much that it covered 20,000 
square miles of land on either side, 
and drove half a million persons from 
their homes.

If we study a good map of the 
United States, we can see why the, 
Mississippi should have been called 
“the Father of Waters.” Hundreds 
of rivers and streams flow into it, 
and it drains water from an area of 
more than a million square miles. 

Each second of the year, if we take 
the average figure, the Mississippi 
pours over 5,000,000 gallons of water 
into the Gulf of Mexico. In high wa- 
ter season, the amount is about four 
times as great. 

In lower parts of the Mississippi 
valley, a great deal of money has been 
spent to build “levees.” These are

ord was built at New Orleans. Work | 
on it was finished more than 200

three feet. 

Since that time, more than 1,600 
miles of levees have been built along- 
side the Mississippi, between Cairo, 
Ill, and New Orleans. Some of them 
are mounds 25 or 30 feet high, with s 
width at the top of eight or ten feet, 
and a width at the bottom of 100 


feet or more. The best soil with 
which to build them seems to be clay 
mixed with small amounts of sand. 

On Easter Day, nearly 10 years 
ago, the people of New Orleans had 
begun to grow fearful. The city had 
been drenched by cloudbursts, and 
there also had been heavy rains in 
northerly parts of the Mississippi val- 
ley. The downpours had caused the 
river to swell, and it was believed they 
might have wenkened the levees around 
New Orleans. 

Twenty thousand men were set to 
work piling sandbags on levees guard- 
ing the lowermost end of the Missis 
sippi, and within two weeks 6,000, 
000 sandbags were piled on the levees, 
This made them stronger, but the pevo- 
ple of New Orleans did not feel at 
peace. The river was rising steadily, 
and reports of floods were coming in 
from upstream. ‘The levees had bro- 
ken in several places, and some towns 
were under water. The city of Vicks 
burg sent out a call for “all the 
skiffs and motorboats you can spare,” 
after two breaks took place in the 
levees there. 

What would happen to New Or 
leans? That was what everyone won- 
dered. Then came a plan to blow a 
great hole in a levee. which was down- 
stream from the city. After due 
warning had been given, the plan was 
carried out, and explosions of dyna- 
mite tore gaps in a levee which had 
guarded farms in the delta. This 
brought down the level of the dark, al- 
most black, river water, and the peo- 
ple of New Orleans were freed from 
their fear. It may be that nothing 
else would have saved the city, back 
in 1927, from terrible disaster.

ASSEMBLY WILL HEAR 
LIVESTOCK LEADERS 


Conference of Farmers To 
Appear Before Joint Ses- 
sion on March 3. 


COCHRAN, Ga., Feb. 23.—(#)— 
E. B. Weatherly, Cochran business- 
man and livestock grower, said today 
plans were completed for the livestock 
conference to be held in Atlanta on 
March 3. 

He said leaders of the two houses of 
the legislature had promised full co- 
operation .with the conference and 
would hold a joint session at 11:50 
a.m., central standard time, March 
3, at which the development of the in- 
dustry in this state will be discussed. 

Dean Pau! Chapman, of the State 
College of Agriculture, and Weatherly 
will be among the speakers at the 
joint session. 

On the evening of March 8, the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce will en- 
tertain 600 accredited representatives 
of the livestock growing imdustry at 
a banquet. Tickets of admission to the 
banquet will be issued by regional 
livestock associations in #arious parts 
of the state, Weatherly said. 

Weatherly said a bill is pending in 
the legislature to appropriate $100,000 
for each of the years 1937 and 1938, 
to aid development of the industry. 

“Each year, $50,000 would be used 
for research and demonstration work, 
and $50,000 for purchase of purebred 
sires,” Weatherly said. ‘The federal 
government would match funds for re- 
search and demonstration work, and 
the counties the funds for purchase of 
purebred breeding stock. The fund 
would be handled through the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, in co-operation with 
an 11-man advisory board of livestock 
men, selected by the various regional 
livestock associations in the state.” 

He said each regional association 
would elect from one to three men 
from each county to attend the con- 
ference and banquet in Atlanta.

42-Pound Cyst Removed 


From Farmer’s Abdomen 


MARIETTA, Ga., Feb. 23.—M. 
A. Nichols, 42, a Macland farmer, 
was recovering today in a Marietta 
hospital after a surgeon had _ re- 
moved what may be a world-record- 
size cyst from the man’s abdomen.

THE FORCING TAKEOUT. 

A takeout of partner's opening 
suit bid of one, with exactly one trick 
more than is necessary in another 
suit, is forcing to game. Thereafter 
neither partner can aNow the bidding 
to die until game (or a satisfactory 
pepalty double) is reached. 

Since a non-jump suit takeout 
which is forcing for one round is avail- 
able, the forcing takeout should be 
made only with hands powerful enough 
to give virtual certainty of game and 
fair hope of a slam. Sucbh hands 
may be recognized as follows: 


1. Hands with three and a half 
honor tricks and a strong rebiddable 
suit. 

2. Hands containing three and a 
half honor tricks with a biddable suit 
and such strong support for partner's 
suit that a double raise could have 
been made. 


3. Hands containing four and a 
half or more honor tricks with any 
biddable (even a four-card) suit.
